Polish Army unit No. 2956 Sd is a light artillery and rocket regiment 
of about 1,200 men stationed at Strzegom (R51/V29) . Major 
(fnu) Jacek is the commanding officer,, The regiment consists of four 
batteries of 122-millimeter guns. It has 16 guns and 16 howitzers. 

The regiment has a headquarters batt erg, a non-commissioned officers' 
artillery firing school of about 120 men and an NCO's special school. 

The special school includes a reconnaissance platoon, communications 
platoon and topographic platoon. The unit also includes a mechanized 
force and a rocket company of 150 men
